Be ſides theſe 
cis, vel wayes of knowledge ; namely, the inward and the outward 
"on cer. ſenſe, there neuer was, nor euer can be enumeration of any

ea conſideration or fight are euident vnto all men; or ſuch as 


arum opi- ate directly inferred and neceſſarily proued by other pro- 
jon ons poſitions, or ſuch as by prudent gheſſe onely and likely con. 
dan di jeQure giue a faire probability of truth and certainty. Such 
ale things as immediatly proue themſelues, and are vndoubted, 
imperſecti in their firſt view, are ſubiect either to the ſenſe onely, or vn- 
2 er Ai · to the vnderſtanding onely. Such things as are only proper 
| tothe ſenſe, and thereto immediatly and properly ſubiect, 
are things ſcene, heard, touched, taſted, ſmeltzas colours, fi- 
gures,lineaments, ſounds, muſike, hardnefſe, ſoftues, drines, 


— — — — — — 


odours and the like:inwhich,withourt the vſe of the fie ſen- 
ſes, men cannot be ſenſible er know any thing in this inferi- 
our world vnder the heauens.Such things as are ſubiect vn- 
to the vnderſtanding onely, and not vnto the ſenſe, and im- 
mediatly proue themſelues, are generall notions and recep- 
tions, inſeparably fixed in the vnderſtanding of all men. Of 
this kind are theſe poſitions in Philoſophie. All things that 


are made, haue their matter, out of vhich they were made, a Materia 
haue their ſpeciall formes and difference by which they are — oF 


a part that they are: and laſtly to that being, whichthey are, 
are riſen from that which they were not. Likewiſe,theſe po- 
ſitions in Logicke: Euery propoſition is true or falſe,affir. 
matiue or negatiue, and extendeth generally vnto all vnder 
theſame kinde, or to ſome particulars,or to a ſingular, or is 
indefinite, Likewiſe, in Arithwaticke theſe: One is no num 
ber, one cannot be diuided, or is indiaiſible ; ſoure is more 
then two. Likewiſe, in Phyſike theſe: Euery man is ſicke or 
healthfull, or a neuter : Contrarics are cured by contraries, 
as heat by cooling, cold by heating, moyſture by drying. 
dryneſſe by moyſting. As in theſe named Sciences ſo in all 
other; there are the like generall notions, immediatly at the 
firſt view proouing themſelues vnto the vnderſtanding, and 
euery man in common ſenſe and reaſon, immediatly conſen- 
teth vnto their truth; and he that denieth it, or ſeeketh 
proofe thereof, is eſteemed iuſtly made, or voyd of reaſon. 

There are other things alſo ſubiect vnto the} vnderſtan- 
ding onely, which do not immediacly ypon the firſt view or 
confideration(asthe former)prone themſelues, hut are pro- 
ued by others more cleere andenident then themſelues; as 
this propoſition. The motion of the heauens is not infinite. 
This is not manifeſt ynto euery man at firſt view,but requi- 
reth another more manifeſt then it ſelfe,comake irmaniteft 
thus:That which hath a certaine limitted courſe, circum- 
uolution and motion, cannot be infinite;but Aſtronomie for 


py 


y hereeaſily be obſerued, how the firſt pdſition being vn⸗ 
22 prove ix ſelſe, another more manifeſt doth giue ir 
light, and doth deduce it vnto that, vhich doth ſo immedi· 
ately proue it ſelfe vnto common ſenſe, and reaſon, and ob- 
ſeruation of all ages and times, that no idiot can be ignorant, 
or will deny ie. 

Thus hath bin manifeſted, how ſome things are immediat- 
ly vnderſtood in the very firſt conſideration & vie v: ſome 
are proued by themſelues, ſome not proued by themſelues, 
but made euident by others. As many things are in the for- 
mer kinds & ſeuerall maners manifeſted, and euidently pro- 
ned ynto reaſon, ſenſe, or vnderſtanding : ſo ate there many 
things neither by themſelues nor by other euident, neither 
to the vnderſtanding and reaſon, or to the outward ſenſe at 
the firſt apparent, but remaine ambiguous and doubtfull, In 
theſe things certainty of knowledge by manifeſt proofe fai- 
ling, there remaineth no other refuge, but prudent and artifi- 
cial coniecture, narrow ly looking & ſearching thorow pro- 
babilities vnto the neereſt poſſibilitie of truth & certainty, 

EFom hence doe ariſe excellent vſes and benefits vnto vn- 
derſtanding, though not ſo farre forth oſttimes gained, as 
is deſired ynto all priuate ends, yet ſo farre forth, as maketh 
wiſe and ynderſtanding men excell and ſhine before others. 
Hence it commeth to paſſe that in doubrfull caſes, counſels 
and attempts, one man is ſeene and knowne to overſhine an 
other, as much as the glorious Sunne doth his ecclipſed ſi- 
ſer, the Moone. Hence haue iſſued ſo many noble and he- 
roike Vertues; Sagacitie, exquiſitneſſe of iudgement, Pru- 
dence, Art, in the adminiſtration of high affaires. For, al- 
— in probabilities are no euident certainties, yet doe 
they to farre forth oft- times aduantage and aduance vnto 
the know of certainety, that it is almoſt equall onto 
certainty,and doth perſwade and ſettle diſcreete reſolution 
and diſpoſition in all affgires, In this confifteth the height, 
the tope, the ſom of Art, aud the perfection of all humane

le ge to man, beyond and without which the eye and ſight 
of knowledge in man is ſealed vp, his vnde rſtanding dark.

Art of Phyfike doth conſiſt. And therefore inthe ſecond 
chapter of his Finitiones modica, he ſaith, Optimus is eff Me- 
dicus, qui omnia in Medicina recta agit ratione, that is, hee 

who doth all things in his ſubiect of Phy ſike, according ta 

right rule of teaſon, is the moſt excellent Phy ſicion. 

From hence alſo all true Artiſts haue defined Art to bee, 
Habitus cum ratione factiuus, that is, a ſettled habilitie, and 
promptneſſe of action, and operation according to reaſon. 
Vpon this ground others haue built other true rules and 
obſeruations, concerning true and law full Arts. Therefore 
( faith Galen) ars non eſt ex iji quorum neui quam oft pot eſtas, 
Iſageg. chap. 5, that is, Art is not of ſuch things as cannot 
be accompliſhed, Which is worthy noting, to diſtinguiſh 
preſtigious. and n from true Art. * 

* 8 
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thers likewiſe haue added another obſeruation,that is; that 
Art is imployed about ſuch things as arc in reaſon profita+ 
ble and not vaine. So ſaith Scaliger, exercit, 37. Sect. 3 i. 
Ars non eft de rebus inutilibus. It is yet further obſerued 
vpon the ſame ground, that true Art doeth not confound 
or cloud it ſelfe in miſts, but reduceth vnto order, light and 
reaſon, things diſsipate, confuſed, and out of order and 
reaſon (as Cicers atfirmeth) Ars res dinulſas difſolutaſque 
conglutinat, c rations quadam conſtringit. Vpon the ſame 
nds divers renowmed common weales haue expelled 

all falſe and forged Arts: as, Necromancy, Aeromancy, Ge- 
omaency , with other ſortiligous Diuinations. Vpon the 
ſame reaſons , diuers Emperors, Kings, Kingdomes and 
Lawes, haue exploded, cenſured, and condemned all 
ſuch as vnder pretext of the wholeſome Arts of Aſtrono- 
my, Mathematikes, and the like, haue runne into foolifh 
curioſities, impoſtures, and deceitfull practiſes. Juſtinian the 
Roman Law-giuer and Emperour, his lawes are extant to 
this purpoſe. Likewiſe Tiberius his Deerees for the expul- 
fion of counterfeit UMathematicians and Magicians, And 
Vlpian in his booke de e Mathematicis & Maleſicis, teſti- 
ficththe publication of their goods,and their inhibition by 
the Emperours from communion with other Citizens ſo 
much as in fire or water. And as Reaſon, good Lawes, 
Kingdomes, Nations, and Common-weales haue diſtin- 
iſhed ingenuous, liberall, true and profitable Artes, and 
— builded vpon reaſon, trueth and vnderſtanding; 
from baſe, ignoble, vnproſitable, neeglefſe, curious, and er- 
ronious Artes: ſo hath the holy STipture both juſtified, 
ſanctiſied, and commended the one: and condemned, and 
nominated with rebuke-and ſhame- the other. The firſt is 
evident, Exod. 3. verſe 1, 2, WF, 5, 6. where Almightie 
God docth teſtiſie concerni knowledge and skill of 
workmanſhip in gold, filuer, and ſtone, that hee gaue it by 
his Spirit vnto Bexalrel; and Aboliab, who were workmen 
according to knowledge and vnderſtanding in that lawful! 
Art, profitable vo the building of Gods houſe. N 


cond is manifeſt, Ade, 19. verſe 19. where it is in their 
due commendations recorded, that thoſe who before vſed 
and practiſed vaine and curious Arts, when they were by 
the preaching of the Apoſtles truely conuerted, in token 
of their vndiſſembled repentance, they abſolutely renoun- 
ced and diſclaimed their vaine learning, and y burne 
their bookes though valued at an high rate and rich price.

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CHAP. II. 

T hat no Ruswled ge can come unte man in any Art or Science, 

but by Senſe or Reaſon, or likely and artificial cometture ; is 

proned by the Science and Knowledge of Phyſike in trad of 
all other Arts and Sciences. | 


Ow for the better impreſsion of that which hath 
beene before (aid : that is, that nothing is or can bee 
detected, or is liable voto mans knowledge , which com- 
meth not vnto him by the helpe of Reaſon, the inward or 
the outward Senſe, Demonſtration, Ratiocination, or judi- 
cious and prudent Coniectation in reaſonable likelihood : 
let vs examine any one particular, ingenuous, liberall or 
lav full Art or Science, in ſtead of many, and therein view, 
how by the former mentioned keyes, doores and entrances 
ſolely, are opened the wayes vnto their contemplations, 
ſtudy, and perfect apprehenſion, And if one Art or Science 
may bee ſufſicient herein, I thinke it moſt fit to chooſe my 
owne, becauſe as to my ſelfe moſt prompt; ſo vnto any o- 
ther not ynprofitable. All diſcaſes that happen vnto the 
body of man are cither outward or inward, and therefore 
either ſcene by the eye, and deprehended by the outward 
Senſe, or conceived onely by Reaſon and the inward Vn- 


ing. Inward diſeaſes, and ſubic& onely vnto rea- 
Mars, deat whey | bw > oor 
certainely to reaſon and vnderſtanding ; ſometimes they 
doe nor appeare certaine, or by certaine notes or fignes, 
but by likely markes onely, which are the grounds of arti- 
ficiall coniecture. And 
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Jem #4 ſome diſanſed are 


appatent-to ontward ſenſe, 


Fore enident ro inward reaſon, ſomeby artificial conic. 
Aureovely inleamed, exact ſearch and perquiſſtion pur- 
ſued vnto their diſcouery:: : ſo alſo ate many diſeaſes hidden 
from all theſe wayes of inueſtigation, and therefore re- 
—— as remembrances of mans manifold ignorance in 
— and uf the ſecret reſeruation of Gods decree and 
— ition, As then in thoſe diſeaſes which are apparent 
rato ſight, it is blindneſſe in a Phy ſicion to make queſtion; 
in thoſe which are euident to reaſon; to make doubt, is rea- 
ſonleſſe fatuitieʒ in thoſe which may be atrained-by artifici- 
all coniectat ion, ſearch ot perquiſition, either to be ſlacke, 
is latb, or to bee vnable, is inſufficiencit: ſo in thoſe diſ- 
eaſes, which neither outward ſenſe, not inward reaſon, nor 
Art, nor artificiall coniecture can poſsibly diſcouer ; to 
ori ſeeke beyond Senſe and Reaſon, and reaſonable 
likelihood, is reaſonleſſe and ſenſeleſſe ſtriuing, and impa- 
tience of thoſe bounds which God hath ſer to limit the 
curiofirie of man. For better proofe and illuſtration, it will 
not bee impertinent to nominate ſome. particuler diſeaſes 
in all theſekinds. Firſt for outward diſeaſes, and ſuch as are 
euident to outu ard ſenſe, they are infinite. Who that is 
the leaſt practiſed in Phyſicke, doeth not aſſuredly know, 
when, with his eyes hee doeth behold an inflammation, a 
Schirrus, a Ganprene; Cancer, Callus, Fiſtula, Vicer, Le- 
proſie, Pſora, Struma, Pcrechia, Variola, Iauades, Gout, 
Tabelgence; 'Extenuarion, and the like. Secondly, for in- 
vard diſeaſes euident to reaſon; he that is leaſt learned, doth 
know that all diſeaſes which may be defined, muſt neceſſa- 
rily be euident to reaſon; as alſo, that it is not difficult to

Thus boch the partafieted,whichisthe flomacke apps: 
rently-(becanſe there — — found origi- 
nally moouing and firſt ſcared, ) and alſo the ill affection 
(which by the manifeſt burning heate doth pr ooue her 
kinde) being both — doe truely define the diſeaſe 
to bee an i atiowof the ſtom ache. The lib may bee 
ſaide of the inflammations of all other inward parts of Pla- 
riſies, Phrenſies, inflammation of the Liner, Spleene, 
Wombe, Reines, Guts and other parts, the certaine teſtimo- 
nies of exceſaiue heate giuing demonſtration of an inflam- 
mation, and the paine (or at leaſt, ſome defect) ur defeRion 
in the proper offices of the parts manifeſt ing the parts 
themſelues. As concerning inward inflammations of divers 
parts, ſo likewiſc of inward Vlcers, and other maladies may 
be inſtanced. The diſeaſe of the bladder is oft certainly 
knowne, by painein the part, or by ceſſation ot is proper 
functions, or defect ion therein ; and che kinder of diſcaſe 
therein by the excretions oſt · times proceeding tom it. 
And thus an Vlcer is oft diſcouered in thebladder. by 7 paine, 
with purulent and ſanguiuolent miction. Diſeaſes 
ol the head are cettainly diſcouered and detected vnto ten- 
ſon; by deſects grow ing: ſomotimes in the ynderſtanding; 
ſometimes in the memory, ſometimes in the imagination; 
ſometimes in all thoſe together. & ſomerimes int 
motion of the whole body. Diſeaſes of the heart likewiſez 
appeare by the cuill and faulty motions of — — by 
ſoundings and de ſect ions in liueliboot of the ſpirĩts and 
vitall faculty. Diſeaſes of tha Womb ur likewiſe 
doe oft demonſtrate themſelues hy depriueddredeprautd 
motions. It were tedious to make à particulat criaame 
ration of all diſeaſes of this kinde,' v hiͤich aro in —— 
manner euident and vnto reaſon r 
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in an ambiguous complication of doubrfull diſcaſts, or in 
the extrication of any intricate fingle affeRjon or malady, 
there is no man in Phy ſicke exerciſed, whodoth not dayly 
finde. Many examples of diſeaſes of this kinde would cauſe 
the ſmall body of this little worke voluminouſly to well: 
we will t e dnely propoſe one. 

Let vs ſuppoſt᷑ a ficke man, doubrfully and diverfly with 
theſe accidents afſſicted : namely, a-continuall feuer, a 
cough, ſpitting of blood, ſnortneſſe of winde, head-ache, 
deliration, want of flcepe, drineſſe, thirſt, paines in diuers 
parts, ſides, ribbea, backe and bell: What diſcaſe or dif 
eaſes here are, can neither be manifrſt to ſenſe, diſttacted 
1a this confuſion, multitude and concurrence of accidents ; 
nor yet be enident to reaſon at the firſt view, becauſe it re- 
quireth ſo different conſideration, and deuided contempla- 
tion of ſo many ſeuerals apart, Here then it remaineth chat 
learned, iudiciaus, prudent, and diſcreete artjficiall conic- 
ure proceed exaftlyto diſtinguiſh & analile as followerh! 
All the forenamed paines, diſtempers and accidents may 
indifferently ariſe, eyther from the Lungs inflamed, or 
the Liner, or the Midriffe, or the Pleura ; becauſe any one 
of theſe by it ſelſe doth vſually bring forth all, or moſt part 
oſ them. Heere then prudent, artificiall, and exquiſite per- 
penfion doth exactly vatew and eſteeme all the different 
manners, quantities, qualities, poſit ĩons and ſituations of 
paines; likewiſe accidents, motions, times, manners oſ mo- 
tion, catacters, orders, and all other both ſubſtantial! and 
circumſtanuall conſiderations. 

And ſirſt, as toaching the fruer head · ache, thirſt, idlenes 
of braine they ar common to many other

ſpitting of blood, paines about the s belly, v 
in all theſe named diſeaſes, more or leſſe are preſent, either 
primarily, ot by conſent of one part with another. Theſe, 
though leldome abſent from moſt of the foure former. diſ- 
eaſes, and therefore not eaſily diſtinguiſhed., when they 
ede from ti one or th other; yet tightly weighed, aud 
accurately conſidered in their ſeuerall manners, meafures , 
and right poſitions in euery one, when apart and fingle, 
they doe likewiſe in their confuſed mixture one with ano- 
ther, yeeld diſtin and ſeuerall diftcrence tohim, that ins 
iudicious and diſcerning thought, doth beare their inſt. di. 
ſtind ions apart. For illuſtration, ſpitting ef blood is viſually 
a companien to all, or moſt of the foure' named difcaſts ;. 
but in one in leſſe quantity, in another more ; in one after 
one manner, in another after another ʒ in one by vowiting, 
in another by expectotation, and in another by coughing ; 
in one with much expuition, in another with. little : in one 
with'danger of ſtrangulation and ſaffocacion, in anothet 
withobtzin one with thicknefle, blackneſſe, and ſmall 
tity of bloud, in another withthihneſle , bright of 
colour , and more quantity; and in one of thele alfa with 
lefſe, and in another with more difficulty and labour. 
Shortneſſe of winde , or difficulty of bpeathing ; is a com · 
mon ory rio wan wipes whe diſeaſes; —— 
frequent expuition, in another without, and v 
e with more facility, id ahather with di6 
ficulty ,. in one wich one manner, of diſtenſion. of the 
inſtrumencs of reſpiration.,: in another withanether , in

rent oddes, faſnions and kindes of pa ineʒ ſame being ſharp, 

ſome dull, ſome quicke, ſome ſlowe, ſome with diſtenſion, 

ſome with punction, ſome with heauineſſe and ſenſible 

weight, ſame more gricuousto the Patient lying, ſome to 
te boy or ſtanding, ſomemore calme in one poſition of 

us prudent an $kilfull conlefizite, by denn! dili- 

gone — comparing together oddes, and exactly 

referring vnto true diſcerning the ſeuerall properties and 
differences of accidents, their manner proportions, and o- 

ther due circumſtances, doth in the end reduce euery acci- 
dentcokivrightdilcale, and curry diſeaſe to his right cavſe; 

nt, and iudicious Phyficion doth cleerly 

vnderſtand ditectly and timely to apply proper and perti- 

nent remedies. And thus in doubtfull caſes , which are nei- 

ther euidem to Reaſon, nor manifeſt to Senſe.in the Art and 
—— ſike;. it is manifeſt how ſolert and accurate 

clouds and miſts of ambiguities , 


Such in the ond Io gere) ſend forth and giue fo faire a 
light; that doubt it ſelſe doth become out of doubt, and is 
latle inferiour vnto certaine and pla ine demonſtration, As 
a ſnhort ſumme · of all that hath been ſaid, whatfocuer hath 
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The iſſues of all diſeaſes are either informed from Senſe , 
or euident by reaſon, or ſerutabſe by artiſiciall coniecture. 
Examples of the firſt kinde are manifeſt, when with our 
eyes we behold the motion and Senſe externall and other 
outward functions of the body, either aboliſhed, or in an 
highdegree deprived of their power and naturall vſe. 
This certaine teſtimony of our fight doth certainely in- 
forme the vnderſtanding,concerning the iſſue. 

Examples of the ſecond kinde are manifeſt likewiſe , 
we finde either the cauſes of diſeaſes vnremoueably fixed, 
or the diſeaſe it ſelfe rooted in the ſubſtance of any ofthe 
principall parts, or accidents in malignitie, vehemence, and 
fury -irrefiſtable. Intheſe caſes adoubtfull and hard iſſue is 
evident to Reaſon by juſt conſequent. 

Examples of the latter kind are alſo apparent , when in 
diſeaſes, good andeuiil ſignes are ſo doubtfully mixed, that 
ſome promiſe Life, others as much threaten Death :ſome 
in number diſcourage, other lome in worthas mueh as in- 
courage. We doe oft (ee and knoꝶ in the middeſt of this 
miſt and darlenes, here thert appeareth not to a common 
ſenſe ſo much as the leaſt ſnew of any indication of certaine 
iſſue; yet through the exquiſiteneſſe of prudent & artiſici- 
all perpenſion, and due exact diſtirction in the foremen- 
tioned ſeeming inſerutable oddes ; the learned Phyſicion 
even inthe firſt ſcaree ſenſible budding of indication, and in 
the firſt moſt imperfe& and ſcarce- beingthereofdoth oſt 
diſcouer that true event, which vſually aud for the moſt 
part is ſcene and obſerued to come to paſſe. 

Ifany man not rightly apprehending reaſon, make a 
doubt or queſtion of any ſuch poſſible exquiſitnes, let him 
confider and behold it by an cafie example. In an in- 
equalitie of one and the ſame Vermiculant pulſe, where the 
beginning of the ſame diſtenſion is quicker, the next conti. 
nuation or middle part isfl ower, and the beginning of the 
end thereof, ending almoſt before it begin i it muſt needes 
be — difficult, nay; almoſtiripoſſible vnto the firſt view 


of Senſe or Reaſon, or to # common indgement or Karning, 
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to diuide really, and diſtinguiſh this one ſhort (malſtmetion 
into two or three diſtinct times and parts of motion, 
the ſpace fo very ſhort, the faculty of mouing ſo low and 
weake, and the moving it ſelfe almoſt alt in an in- 
ſenſible exiguitie, and an indiuiſible degree of lownedle. 
Wee ſee oft-times a common vulgar cannot in hisreaſon 
conceiue it, much lefle by his ſenſe at all perce iue it. Neither 
is it found eaſie to cuery man, though learned therein, yea, 
or educate thereto,cither perfectly to apprehend the gene- 
tall Idea of ſuch a motion, or at all in the firſt praofes and 
tryals of his ſenſe or hand todeprehend any particular. Not- 
wichſtanding, the Phy ſicion that exquiſitely diſcerneth and 
iudgeth, doth both io reaſon ſee, that euery ſingle (malleſt 
motion, hath his divers diſtinct diuifion of parts, & alſo by 
his rg ar gary {ann and exerciſed touch, doth a- 
artly detect and diſcouer it: And thus hath been proued by 
inſtances taken in the art of Phy ſicke, in ſteade of al 
other Arts and Sciences, for avoiding tediouſneſſe and con- 
fuſion; that all knowledge, all Art, all Science whatſocuer 
giuen vnto mau, hath no other entrance, meabes, or waycs 
thereto, but thoerow Senſe or Reaſon, or prudent and artifi- 
ciall coniecture, ſagacit ie and exquiſiteneſſe of iudging and 
diſcerning thereby. 
And that it may the better appeare, that beyond theſe 
waics and lights, the Phy ſicion cannot finde any knowledge 
ſcourty of Diſcaſcsc let vs view ſome particulit exam. 
ples of ſome Diſcaſes for this cauſe vndiſcouerable, and not 
to be detected: and therewith conſider the impoſsibilitic of 
diſcovery to conſiſt ſolely herein; namely, for that oy are 
remoued from any capacitie of Senſe or Reaſon, and from 
the reach of all artificiall ſearch, ſcrutiny & accurate inſight 
deriued from both, which is the bigheſt ſtraine of humane 
Vnderſtanding.In the generall it cannot be denied except 
of fach whoſe vnderſtandings are extremely blinde) that ic 
is impoſſible, that thoſe diſeaſes ſhould or can bee at all ſo 


much as ſuſpected (and there ſore m ko ue) which

needeth hereofno other, nor better proofe, then ie 
meration of ſome particular diſeaſes of this kind. 

Are not diuets ſectet and hidden A ions, and 
other inward collections of vicious matter in the body, 
dayly Seminaries of vnexpected and wondred ſhapes of 
corruption and putrifad ion, which lying long hidden in the 
body, and by an inſenſible growth taking deepe roote, in 
the end ſodainely breake forth beyond all poſsible expe- 
ctation, or thought of the moſt excellent, exquiſite and ſub- 
till circumſpection and diſquiſition ? For a briefe confir- 
mation hereof, Hollerius doth mention a man, the cauſe of 
whoſe diſeaſe while he lived , being vnknowne to Phy- 
ſicions, and Art, after his deceaſe his guts were found gan. 
grened and periſhed, and therein things viewed like vnto 
Water-ſnakes, and his Liver full of ſchirroſe knots. 

There happened vnto my ſelſe this yeare laſt paſt, a Pati- 
ent, a very worthy Gentleman, who being extremely vexed 
with the Strangury, Diſurie, and Iſchurie together with 
piſſing of blood in great abundance, and the ſtone, by the 
vſe and accommodation of remedies, found much caſe, miti- 
gation of paines, and qualification of the extrem. itie of all 
the former accidents. Notwithſtanding , for that there 
were certaine indications of an V cer in the body or capa- 
citie of the Bladder, his recouerie vas not expeRed, bur af- 
ter his deceaſe, in the diſſection oſ his body, his Bladder 
was found rotten, broken and black, without any manifeſt 
matter therein as cauſe thereof, or ſo muck as one ſtone , 
although hee had formerly and immediately before auoid- 
ed many ſtones at ſeuerall times. This I produce, being 
freſh in memory, a8 an inſtance of impoſſibilitie of know - 
ledge vnto a Phyficion in many and t caſes, For 
how could the or colour oſ his B , whale the 
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9 — — - ng a 1 Lady | 

1Iwagof late yeares Phy ſicion vnto a tight Noble Lady; 
the cauſe of whoſe — dangerous IT diuers lear- 
ned and famous Phylicions conioyned with my ſelſe, could 
neuer diſcouer. In the diſſe ction of her body after her de- 
ccale, her heart was found iacloſed with a ſhiningrotten 
— and the very ſubſtance of the heart of the ſame co- 
our. 

Is the ſame Lady, an intolerable paine about the bot- 
tome of her ſtomack by fits depriued her of all eaſe by day, 
and of reſt by night ; and could neuer be either knowne in 
the cauſe, or remooued in the aceident by any meane or 
remedy : but after death, in the diſſection of her body be- 
fore mentioned, a black round gelly as bigge asa Tenice 
ball, did manifeſt it ſelfe in that place, where, in her life, the 
intolerable paine was ſeated and fixed, 

Of this euill diſcoloration of her heart, ofthe matter and 
euill colour of that matter wherewith her heat. vas inuiro- 
ned q as alſo of that collected gelly in her ſtomacke, what 
poſſible knowledge (thinke you) or exquiſite vnderſtan- 
ding, or art of man could euer in her liſe time giue any no- 
tice or information ? Like vnto this is that which Hole. 
74610 the 21. of his rare obſetuations doth mention. In a 
ficke man perplexed in aſtrange manner from an vnknowne 
cauſe in his life, after his death his liuer and epiploon did 
appeare corrupted and putriſied, his ſtomacke toward the 
botrome bruiſed and full of blacke iuice ot humour. Chri- 
op horus Schillimcwa, opening the body of a childe after 
death, reporteth, that hee ſaw in the ſmall veines, running 
thorow the ſubſtance' of the liuer, many ſmall ſcrauling 
wormes then liuing. Benineoxixs doth make mention of a 
woman tormented grieuouſly by a needle in her ſtomack, 
which was impoſſible by any art or erquiſitneſſe of ynder- 
ſtanding to bee conceiued or ſulpeRed, if nature it ſelfe 
working it out thorow the body and ſubſtance of the ſto- 
macke, vnto the outward view and Senſe; had not — 
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moſt exquiſite and Scientificall C r Altogttber daſs 
abled, and muſt neceſſarily bee ignorant. Thus hath beene 
arlarge manitclted, that nothing can bee vnto the Phyſici - 
an in his Art and Scirict kuh ue, lv lũch either by ourward 
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com way of all other detections of trueths, ougi 
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Codes Atr,Sagacitie, and ſubtiltie nding de- 
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can Witch · cratt appeale ot be brought 2: ; 

It may be obiectedꝭ the Art of Wickert beingſaper- 
Vidtvrall, fo the practice thereof ſuſtaibed by an extraor- 
dinary power: that therefore the meanes and wayes of 
diſcouet ie muſt bee likewiſe: more then ordinary and ſu- 
petriafurall.. 

Hereto is true ly dufwerchs, that Aue the nature and, 
power of Spirits is vnknoune vnto man ( as all — ſu-

called of God. Secondly, the end and ſcope of Gods mira- 
cles, directly and mainely ayme and are bent at the glory 
of God, and the bene ſu —— —— not vnto any priuate 
end, any particular vaine end, tending to acisfaftion of 
priuate luſts and cur ioſitie. | 

For this cauſe the holy Apoſtles vſed the gift of miracles 
not ynto any other ends then vnto the confirmation of

Now there are (ſaith he) diuet ſities of gifts, 
but the ſame Spirit : and there are Sees of admini- 
ſtrations, but the ſame Lord t and there are diuerſitirs of 
operations, but God is the ſame which wor keth all in all.

It is from hence manifeſt, that if any mirades 
from God as Author, they are diſpenſed by;men, . 
ed by God, and whocan and are able to prooue and inſtific 
their warrant from Cod: as alſo chat theſe men of God 
doe ſolely proſeſſe and bend them vnto the glory of God, 
and the weale of his Church. This then is the ſquare and 
infallible. rule by which all miracles doe ſtand ar; fall, and 
are approoucd either to be of God , or conuinced to be of 
Dinels.

Whereſocuer therefore mira- 
desor ſupernaturall workes ſnall dare to ſhew their heads, 
not contained within thoſe limits or compaſſe, that is nei- 
ther prooued immediately from God himſelfe. nor medi- 
ately by him reuealed in his writ & wordof truth, they are 
inſtly to be ſuſpected to ifſae fromthe enemies of Godatbe

AE doubts being cleared, it hath vndoubtedly appea- 
red how ſupernaturall and ſpitituall workes are appa- 
rent to ſenſe. It new followeth to declare, how likewiſe 
—— euident to Reaſon, or neceſſary to conſequence of 

Thoſe things are ſaid to be proper obiects of Reaſon 
and v ing: which, beigg remote from the imme- 
diate view ornotice of the outwardſenſes, are grounded 
ypon vniuerſall and inte llectuall knowne poſitions, propo- 
ſitions, and certaine vndoubted generall notions, by neceſ. 
ſary collections or raciocinations. That we may build the 
foundation of this our n or Raciocination vpon the 
infallible truth of Gods holy Word which ſhall neũer be 
ſhaken : let vs for the detection of Witches and Sorcerers, 
by reaſon; and conſequence of reaſon , ſyllogiſe directiy 
and-immediately from God himſelſe. 

Fhus faith Almighty God; Iſaiab chep. 8. verſe.r9. And 
when they ſhall ſay ynto you, Enquire of thoſe that haue 
a. Spirit of Diuination , and at the Sonth-ſayers,. which 
murmure and whiſper; ſhonld not a people enquire of 
their God 7 Vnder this interrogatiue ( not a people 
inquire of their God ? ) isvnderſtood thisAffirmatiue z A 
people ſhould enquire of-no other Spirit, but of their God 
alone .

Vorco his fore · ſight aud prediions, from many foregoing 
ages, the ſpaceſſes and enents of diuers Princes affaires, in 
their ſeuerall raignes., haue beene viſually by divers times 
and hiſtoriesreferred, - 

For this cauſe Maſter Camden, in the deſcription of 
Carrmarden-ſhire,dothterme him the Tages ol the Britaws. 

Speede in his tractate of the ancient Inhabitants of great 
Ariane; as alſo of the liſe of Aurelius, Ambroſtur, and of 
the raigne of King ela, and of Henry the fourth, doth out 
of Aalmsibury, and others, recite diuers accidents and 
euents, in ſeuetall ſucceeding ages, vnto his oraculous and 
miraculous iluminations, aſcribed to haue beene foteſcene, 
ſoretold, and kvow ve. 

If there be truth in thoſe Oracles, and ancient fore- 
ſeeing Revelations , they doe neceflarily inferre the aſſi- 
ſtance of a power , farre ſuperiour vnto all the power of 
man. Thercfore whoſocuer. doth fiade them true, muſt 
conclude their Author a Witch or Sorcerer, Neither hath 
the generall reception, or opinion of Authors, beene here- 
from different, who haue publiſhed him the ſonne of an I 
cabas , or the ſonne of a Witch, begotten by the Divell..

ther are or ought to be admitted or heard in iuſtiot in any 
Courts oſ Iuſtice. And for this cauſe the teſtimonies, ac- 
cuſations, or confeſgions which by fooles , or madmen are 
auonched, are by all natious the world in law not 
valued, and reiected. The ſame regard is had of the affir- 
mations and teſtimonies of children and of melancholy 
people, and likewiſg of men with yeercs and age doting, 
or by diſcaſes or manifeſtly ite in their wittes 
and ſenſes. That ſuch decrepits there are vſually walking 
among men not noted nor knowne vnto moſt, or many, 
oxcept ſometimes vpon eſpeciall occaſion or triallof them 
made, is no wonder. 

I did my ſelſe know ome lately lining, who formerly 
haue beene very vnderſtandiog , yet diuers yeeres before 
their end, were with age in their inward ſenſes ſo vorne 
and walfcd ; that although as reaſonable creatures vnto the 
common view, they talked, conuerſed, conferred , ſpake

ſclues or others ? and for cauſe how.neceſlary is it in 
matter of weight and iudgments, eſpecially of life, to take 
heede of their raſh admitrance vnto accuſations or teſti- 
monies concerning themſelues or any others. Vato a con- 
feſsion ſo properly and truely called, doe neceſſarily con- 
curre chree things. Firſt, in a confeſſion is properly implied 
& vnderſtood the partie confeſling to be capable of reaſon, 
becauſe without reaſon he can neither know nor iudge of 


himſelfe nor of his guilt. Secondly,in a confeſſion is requi-. 


ſite and neceſſary that a partie confeſſing himſelf doth truly 
know hat the Law doth take & define that offence to be 
which he doth aſſume vnto himſelfe. For by · ignorance of 
the law ſometimes filly men ſi themſelues and others 
to haue incurred the danger of the Law,where he that truly 
vnderſtandeth the Law is able to informe him the contra- 
ry: and for this cauſe the law it ſelſe doth giue leaue to 
conſult with the Lawyer, and withſuch as profeſſe and are

After a Sorcerous deede is thus certainely obſerued to 
proceede, we may then further with vigilant circumſpocti- 
on view,whether ought may be detected, juſtly arguing his 
reioycing pride, or boaſting therein, that ſtandeth ivſily 
ſuſſ or ought that may prooue or expreſſe his doubt, 
or feare of diſcouery, his guilty lookes, cunning euaſions, 
ſhifting, ly ing, or contradictory anſweres, and apologies 
vnto particulars vrged. 55 

Theſe circumſtances and the like, though each alone and 
ſingle may ſeeme of no moment or weight, yet concurring 
together, or aptly conferred, they oft produce a u orth 
from whence doth iſſue full & complete ſatisfaction. Yers- 
fimilia ſinguls ſuo pondere monem, caaceruata mult im profics. 
am (ſaith Cioero) that is, euery ſingle circumſtance hath his 
weight and vſe, but conſenting and concurring together, 
they doe much advantage. Since then what vertue or 
power ſoeuer, circumſtances and preſumpt ions, doe vſual- 
ly and generally vnfold in all other ſubiects or matters 
whatſocuer, the ſame equally and as largely, reaſon doeth 
here diſplay and offer in this of Wirch-craft : why ſhould 
not the like practiſe thereof herein alſo bee vrged and 
found, as likely and ſaccesfull? I doe not commend or 
allow the vſuall rafh, fooliſh and fantaſticall abuſe of cir- 
cumſtances, nor their wreſting and forging, nor the con- 
iuration or raiſing vp of their likeneſſe, and ſhadowes, 
without any ſubſtance or trueth (4s is roo common and 
valgar) out of meere fancy or defect of true iudgement, 
without the due manifeſtation of a certaige crime firſt in 


this kinde aſſured. 


But where all the former circumſtances doe truely and 


really occurre, of moſt of them, or the moſt materiall a- 


mongſt them with an apparant vncontrouled precedent 
euidence of an vndoubted act of Sorcery, and

directly wreſted or guilefully extorted, but directly proued, 
& fairely produced and vrged; what man inioy ing his corn. 
mos ſenſe or reaſon}, can be ignorant, hat a large ſcope 
and faire fielde they doe yeeld to ſent, to trace and chace 
the moſt hidden and ſecret guilt of Witches vhatſoeuer, 
out of their vtmoſt fhifting moſt cloſe couerts and ſubt ill 
concealements? | * 
I doe not affirme circumſtances and preſumptiotꝭ, ſimp. 
ly in themſclues ſufficient to prooue or condemne a Witch: 
but what reaſonable man will or can doubt or deny, where 
firſt a manifeſt worke of Sorcery is with true iudgemeiſc 
diſcerned , and knowne certainely perpetrate - the 
former circumſtances and preſumptions — Hoads 
particular, doe giue ſufficient warrant, reaſon, and matter 
of calling that particular into queſtion, & of inioyning and 
vrging him vnto his purgation and iuſtification from thoſe 
cuilfapparances, whereby through the diſferencies, iarres, 
* contraricties , and contradictions of the falſe faces and 
| vizardsof ſeeming truth (becauſe identity and vnity is pro- 
perly and ſolely found with truth it ſelfe inuiolable and the

abou with farre more ſubtilt ie and cunning 3 yet is 
be not able by all his art or cunning, alvayes to hide his 
one vor les, but by preſumptions and circumſtances, wiſe 
and, vnderſtanding hearts doe oft diſcerne and diſcouer 
them, as is by dayly experience ſcene and teſtificd, and is 


confirmed: by the praofe which all holy and godly men 


haue euer had thereof. And to this p and for this 
cauſe the holy Scripturedoth require Gods choſen children,

that is, whether they be of bis holy ſpirit , or of the cuill 
ſpirit which is the Diuell. 

Although therefore God for his owne ſecret decree, or 
purpoſe , doe permit the Diuell ſometimes to hide and 
ſhadow the guilt of his aſſociates, Witches and Sorcerers, 
from the fight or deprehenſion of man, and therebyſome- 
times, fr mans iuſt endeuour and duty of their dil. 
couery ; yet doth he not totally or altogether herein ſub- 
ic, or captiuate, or abridge mans power or poſtibility of 
prevalence , cuen againſt all the power and force of Divels, 
as oft-times our dulleſt ſenſes cannot chooſe but wit- 


Could the Diuell, or their owne craft whatſoever, deli. 
uer the Sorcerers from deſttuction out of the hands of Saul, 
who inſtly deſtroyed them all out of the land of Iſrael, 2. 
Sam. 1 8. verſe g, or out of the hands of /oſiax,who according 
to lawe , tooke away or aboliſhed all that had familiar 
Spirits, and Southſayers. 2. Kings chap. 23. verſe 24.? The 
extirpation of theſe Sout hſayers, by thoſe Princes, was 
commended of God, and by his Lawe commanded, Leuit.

ly and demonſtratiuely prooued to iſſue from the power 
and force of Spirits and Diuels, as hath beene formerly de- 
clared , concerning both workes and alſo dininations; pro- 
phecies, and reuclations hidden from all curiofity and pol. 
fibility of man. Thirdly , forthat circumſtances and pre- 
ſumptions doe with good and likely reaſoncall into queſti- 
on, and juſtly charge with ſuſpicion (as hath becne in- 

ſtanced) conceraing the performers and practiſers of cere- 
monious rites, ſuperſtitious geſtares, actions and manners 
vſuall vnto Witches and Sorcerers. Since then, as is before 
prooued, Almighty God doth inioyne a neceſsity of teſti. 
monics , yntoallcondemnations and iudgements of death 
whatſocuer, and teſtimony doth alwaies neceſſarily include 
2 manifeſtation of whatſocuer is teſtified, either to ſenſe, or 
reaſon, or both; it followeth as a neceſſary concluſion vn- 
to all that hath bin ſaid: that from things either manifeſt 
to ſenſe, or euident to reaſon, iſſueth wholly and ſolely, not 
onely the reaſonable and likely way of detection of 
Witches, but the very true vay by God himſelfe, in all true 
reaſon intended and commanded, And from this way it is,

Thus hath beene made manifeſt how Witch-craft is dif 
qoucrable by ſenſe, andeuident by reaſon : like w iſe, that it 
is no mote inſcrutable or hidden from detection in the in. 
quiſition thereof, by ſignes of preſumption, probable and 
likely cemiecture or ſuſpicion, then all other intricate or 
hidden ſubiects, or obiects of the vnderſtandiog what ſo- 
tuer: For although preſuinptions are alone no ſufficieut 
proofe, yet doe they yeeld matter and occaſion of diligent 
and iudicious inquiſition, which is the reaſonable way and 
due method oſ vpright proceeding, and the common, hope- 
fall and warranced path vnto all detections, in all other 
cafes: of doubt and diſſiculty v hatſocuer ; wherein I ſee no 
cauſe or reaſon, why iudicious, wary and wile practiſe and 
proofe, weighing and preſsing circumſtances into the bone 
and marrow, ſhould not <qually, in caſe of Witch. craſt, as 
in all other caſes of judgement, and inquiſitions( though 
not euer becauſe that exceedxs the nature of preſumption) 
equally , I ſay, and as oft ſhould not confound the guilty, 
and chaſe and v inde out as faire an iſſue. 

Certainely, if men would more induſtriouſly exerciſe 
their ſharper wits, exquiſite ſenſe,andawaked indgements, 
according vnto the former reaſonable;religious,and iudici- 

_ ous wayes , exempt from the burthen and incumbrance of 
blinde ſyperſtitions,traditionary and imaginary inuentions 
and cuſtomes , no doubt, but experience would yeeld and 
bring forth in ſhort time, a much more rich increaſe of 
ſatisfaction, and more happy detection in iudiciall pro- 
ceedings. 

It 1s true, that in the cafe of Witch · craſt many things 
are very difficult, hidden and infolded in miſts and cl\puds, 
ouerſhadow ing our reaſon and beſt vnderſtanding. 

Notwithſtanding, why ſnould men be more impatient or 
deiected, that in matters of Witch-craft, many things are 
oft hidden from our knowledge, and diſcouery, when the 

ſame darkeneſſe, obſcurity, difficulty and doubt fulneſſe, is 
a thing ordinary in many other ſubiects beſide, as _

Neuertheleſſe, it were alſo as great ſatuity not to (ce 
or acknowledge , that God hath mixed this e 
with much intricate difficulty and ambiguity, vhich not- 
vithſtanding he doth in his viſedome more or leſſe reueale 
uiſttibme and diſpenſe, in-ſencrall meaſiures, vnto ſeuerall 
men, according to their ſeuerail cares, ſtudies, indefariga- 
ble paines, and more induſtrious indeauour, in ſeeking and 
inquiring it: in defect v hereot more commonly then either 
in Gods decreed reſtraint, or natures abnuence, mens de- 
ſites and labours are ſo often annihilate.

If this experiment be true, then muſt ir neceſſarily ſo be. 
either as a thing ordinary, or as a thing extraordinary : be- 
cauſe nothing can happen or fall out, that is not limited 
within this circuit or compaſſe. leinen

Why then may not there bee likewiſe yeelded the 
like hidden power,or antipatheticall vertue in the nature of 
the element of water, and thereby a Witch bee detected as 
well without knowne cauſe or reaſon thereof in na ture; 
notwithſtanding naturally the evils or diſeaſes both of 
body and minde , are both detected, and cured by ele- 
mentary ſubſtances or compoſitions , in which there is no 
manifeſt knowne proportion therewith ? 
<ls It is truly anſwered, that although in this ſuppoſed ex- 
periment of the diſpoſition of the element of water to- 
wards Witches, caſualty may haply ſometimes ſeeme to 
iuſtiſie it true; yet is not this ſufficient to euince it a thing 
naturall. Thoſe things which are naturall, neceſſarily 
euer produce their effect, except ſome manifeſt or extra- 
ordinary interception or impediment hinder. 
Thus fire doth neceſſarily, ordinarily,and alwaies burne 
and conſume any combuſtible matter or fuell being added 
thereto, except either ſome maniſeſt or extraordinary hin- 
drance oppoſe it. The like may be ſaide of all other ele - 
ments for their naturall effects in their proper obiects. 
Naturall medicines likewiſe, ifrightly accommodated with 
prudence, art and diſcretion vnto the right diſeaſe, doe ne- 
uer faile their vſuall productions or effects. 

This Almighty God in his holy writ doth confirme, and 
long and aged experience of many hundreths of yeares 
hath ſucceſſively witneſſed , wherein the ancient records of 
all learned writers, haue euer teſtiſied innumerable medi- 
cinal herbs and drugges, certainely and truely to bee euer 
the ſame. Preſent times doe likewiſe ſee & vitnes it, and uo 
man doth or can doubt it inthe right proofe. Concerning 
any ſuch nature or cuſtome in the element of water, in the 
refragation uf Witches, who was as yet euer able to write 
and fully reſolũᷣe, or prooue it ordinary, neceſſary, certaine, 
euer or for the moſt part, not failing as is in courſe of na- 
ture molt infallible and neuer doubted? What former ages 
have ſucceſsiuely vouchſaſed = mention of truth or cer:

tainty therein ? Hath Almighty God, at all, ſo much as 
apptoued any opinion or theught thereof? Is it not rather 
to be iuſtly doubted, that ĩt may be eſteemed among the 2.

deteſt, Dem. r8. verſe 9.? Doe all men in our time, or 
good and ĩuſt men auouch their one proofe in the tryall 
thereof? Or contrariwiſe, doe not many wiſe, religious, 
learned and equall minds with reaſoo reieR and coutemne 
it ? Doth Law as yeteſtabliſh it, or reaſon prooue it? How 
canic then be propoſed as equiualent with thoſe reaſonable 
meanes or wayes, of juſt proceedings or tryalls, which 
God, hisdivine Lawe, bis law of nature, iudgement reaſon, 
ience, and the lawes of men haue euer witneſſed, per- 
petually and onely aſſured certaine and infallible ? 

It waniteth the vniuerſall teſtimony of former ages and 
Writers; in this our age it is held in ĩealouſie with the moſt 
iudicious, ſage, and wiſe : It hath no reaſonable proofe, no 
iuſtiſiable tryall hath dared to auouch it vpon publike.re- 
cord. no.lawe hath as yet, thought it worthy of admittance; 
and the Lawe of God 1s not prooucd to prooue or approue 
it. If it had beene a thing naturall, ordinary, of neceſſary, 
or of certaine operation or power, and therein ſo euidently 
remarkeable, it is impoſſible it ſhould haue eſcaped au- 

thenticall approbation , or the ſame notable.teſtimonies, 
which all other tryed truths haue euer obtained, From the 
former premiſes therefore we conclude, that it cannot be a 
thing naturall, neceſſary or ordinary. If it be not ordinary, 
then is it not alwatcs the ſame ; if not alwayes the ſame, 
then is it ſometimes failing; if ſometimes failing, then is it 
not infallible; if not infallible, then in no true judgement or 
zuſtice to be truſted or credited. It now remaineth to in- 
quire, whether being prooued falſe or ordinary, it may not 
be prooued true as extraordinary (for roeftgeme or grant 
it both is an impoſzibility in nature, and an abſurdity in rea- 
ſon.) Let vs grant, it may be iudged and deemed extraordi- 
nary ; the next doubt then remaining is, whether being ex- 
traordinary or miraculous, it be of God or of the *

The reaſon why ſome men ſuppoſe it ſhould be of God, 
is, for that the water is an element which is vſed in Bap- 
tiſme , and therefore by the miraculous and extraordinary 
power of God, doth reic& and refuſe thoſe who haue re 
nounced their yowe and promiſe thereby, made ynro God, 
of which ſort are Witches. | 
If this reaſon be ſound and good , why ſhould not Bread 
and Wine, being elements in that Sacrement of the Eucha- 
riſt, be likewiſe noted and obſerued to trurne backe, or fly 
away from the thraotes, mouthes, and teerh of Wirches ? 
and v hy, (if for the former reaſon, the water being an ele- 
ment in the Sacrament of covenant, made with God, in the 
firſt initiation into the faith,doe for that cauſe refuſe to re.

lible proofe of a Witch?) Why, I ſay, ſhould not by tho 
ſame reaſon Bread and Wine, being elements in the Sacra- 
ment of confirmation and growth of faith, refuſe and fiy 
from thoſe much more,whole faith and promiſe made vnto 
God in riper and more vndei ſtanding yeares, is by them 
renounced ? And why for that cauſe, ſhould not Bread and 
Wine become as infallib!s markes and teſtimonies vnto 
the detection of Witches? Ifthe reaſon be good in the firſt, 
it muſt neceſſarily be the ſame in theſecond ; and if it faile 
in the ſecond, it cannot be good or ſound in the firſt. Nei- 
ther doth it or can it ſtand withany good reaſon at all, that 
becauſe ſo (mal part of the element of water, is ſet apart vn- 
to that religious ſeruice in the Sacrament ; therefore, the 
whole element of water, or all other waters muſt thereby 
obtaine any generall common property aboue the kinde 
or nature.

For although the cunning fraude of the Diue ll * a i 
| yond. 
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beyond all capacitie of the weake ſenſe and ynderſtanding 
of man, doe ſo liuely oft-timescaſt before our eyes; the 
outward ſhape and fimilitude of the miracles of God, that 
man is not able cafily to diſtioguiſh them; or ar firſt ſight 
to put a true difference: yet muſt men ſludiouſly, and cir- 
cumſpectly be aduiſed herein, leſt raſhly they confound, or 
equall the vile and abiect illuſions of that damned creature 
the Diuell (though neuer ſo wonderfull in our eyes) vnto 
the infinite power of the Almighty Creator, in his true and 
truely created miracles , which is an high diſnonour vnto 
our God, and accurſed impiety, 

For this cauſe, rhe holy Scripture hath admoniſhedand 
warned the weakeneſſe of humane vnderſtanding, not to be 
tranſported by fignes and wonders, nor to truſt or giue 
credit to euery miracle: and our Saviour himſelfe, Math. 
24. verſe. 24. doth furnith his Diſciples with carefull war- 
niog herein. And S. Jobn, in his Reuelation fore · telleth, that 
in the latter dayes and times, the Diuell and the great 
Whore of Babylon, ſhall with great ſignes, wonders, and 
miracles, ſeduce and deceiue the laſt ages, and people of 
the world. 

Since then miracles are of no validity, except certainely 
and truely knowne to be of God; and ſince alſo it is not 
eaſie for every Spirit to diſcerne thereinz let vs duely exa- 
mine and ſift this our ſuppoſed and propoſed miracle in the 
tryall and detection of Witches. Petru: Gregorins T holo- 

fanus in his Syntagma Iuris, lib. 2. cap. 12, in a tractate con- 
cerning the Relicks and Monuments of Saints, together 
with miracles, doth giue very honeſt, ſound, and ſi anti- 


all direction. 

Firſt, that all credited miracles be found and allowed by 
religious nd authoritie. 

Secon t the perſons by whom they are firſt reuea- 


led or knowne,or by whom they are auouched,be teftes da- 
nei, omniq, exceptions maiores, that is, that they be worthy 
witnefles of vndoubted and vnſtained credit and worth, free 
from all iuſt exception, of boy life, and ynſtained _

ſation. Without theſe cautions (ſaith he) no miracles 
ought to be eſtermed, or received as of truth, 

. How farre our vulgar tryall of Witches, by the ſuppoſed 
miraculous indication and detection of them by the water, 
is different from this care or reſpect, this equitie, religion, 
or humanit ie, common practiſe doth openly declare, when 
without allowance of any law, or reſpe& of common ciui- 
litie, euery priuate, raſh , and turbulent perſon , ypon his 
owne ſurmiſe of a Witch, dare barbarouſly vndertake by 
vnciuill force and lawleſſe violence, to caſt poore people 
bound into. the water , andthere deteine them , for their 
owne vaine add fooliſh luſts', without ſenſe, or care of the 
ſhamefull wrong, or injury, which may befall oft-times in- 
nocents thereby. a 

h this kinde of tryall of a Witch, might haply 
prooue in it ſelfeworthy to be allowed, yet is it not in e- 
uery priuate perſon iuſtiſiable, or tolerable, or without 
warrant of amthotitie in any ſort excuſable. The manner 
therefore of this vulgar tryall , muſt needs with juſt and 
honeſt mindes, ynconmrouerſedly, and vndoubtedly , be 
ruſticall, barbarous, and rude. Now to returne againe into 
the truth of the miracle it ſeife in this tryall. 

Firſt, let ys enquire with Petr Gregorius, what religious 
lawes or authoritie haue admitted it as true. 

Secondly, what rehigious,reuerend, judicious, graue, or 
holy SpeRators, ot eye. witneſſes doe auouch it. Let vs yet 
farther proceede with the ſame Author, in the fore. named 
Symagma, lib. 3 4. cap. 2 1. and by ſome other rules, farther 
examine this miracle, if it be well and duely auouched and 
credited, concerning the being thereof, whether that being 
be not a being of the Diuell, & of his miracleg, (enatus om- 
nis Dæmonum ( ſaich the Author) vnum habe alem ſco- 
pum, operibus Dei ſe obycere, ei debitum bh ſubfurari, 
pios hominum animos ſibi lucri facere, & a vero Deo retrabere, 
That is, the workes of the Diuell haue one generall ſcope; 
namely, to oppoſe themſeluesagainſt the workes of God, 
to rob God of his honour, to drawe the hearts __ 

rom 


from God, and to gaine them vnto himſelſe. Let vs now 
conſider the fore-named miracle by theſe rules. 

Concerning the approbation thereof by any religious 
lzwes or authority, I haue nener read my ſelſe, nor haue 
heard by others, of any authentike ſuffrage from claſſicall 
Author, and with good reaſon, I may conceiue and iudge a 
nullity therein. 

Concerning any religious, learned, and iudicious Specta- 
tors and auouchers of this miracle, whoſe faith and credit 
may be wholly free from al iuſt exception, it hath euer been 
a difficult and hard tas lee to furniſh any true ſufliciencie or 
competency in this kinde, though multitudes and ſw armes 
of deceiued Vulgars, continually and violently obtrude 
their phantaſticall ſominations. Since then as yet there 
doth no manifeſt law ſtand vp to patronage this miracle, 
and the learned, religious, and holy man able to diſcerne 
and judge, and free from exception, is not atall,or hardly 
tobe produced or found to auouch or countenance it &rue3 
it may be with good reaſon ſuſpected, andthatreaſon may 
tuſtly diſſwade all ſodaine, raſh, or haſty credit or truſt 
thereof. Now let vs examine, if it were vndoubtedly tobe 
aſſumed as true , whether being true, it be not astrycly of 
the Diuell. And firſt let vs conſider, whether it doe not op- 
pole the workes of God, which was the firſt direction of 
Gregorius. It is herein truely conuicted, becauſe the nouel- 
ty and ſuppoſed miraculous force and might thereof, doth 
firſt vſually and eaſily intiſe ynſetled branes, raſhly to for- 
ſake the wayes of indgement and judiciouslegall procee- 
ding, which is the ordinance and worke of God :-ſecondly, 
doth imbolden ſlagger ing and vnreſolued minds preſump- 
tuouſly without warrant to expect, to asłe or ſceke a ſigne 
or miracle Which ordinarily or vnneceſſarily required, our 
bleſſed dur apertly condemneth, Math. 16. An adulte. 
rous and vnbelecuing generation doth ſecke a ſigne ot mi- 
racle. And as herein it directly oppoſeth againſt the decree: 
and worke of God ſo like v iſe by giuing occaſion and way, 
that ſuppoſed miracles may become vulgarly comms and 

k ordinary 
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ordinary, whereby the true miracles and miraculous 
workes of God alſo may grow with vndiſcerning men of 
leſſe eſteeme, vile and of no — — pee 
aſſiduitate viluerum (faith S. ¶Auguſfine) the miracles a 
miraculous workesof God, being oft ſcene, become of final 
or no reputation. The ſecond tryall of a falſe miracle, was 
the robbing of God of his due honour and praiſe, which in 
this propoſed miracle is partly prooued ; by making the 
extraordinary work or vſe of miracles ordinary, and there- 
by derogating from the power, worth and nature of Gods 
true miracles (as is before ſaid): partly by vnthankfull vn- 
der. valewing, omitting, or relinquiſhing the ordinary 
meaues of tryals and detections of doubtfull truths, which 
God hath made & giuen in his good grace; and therefore 
their contempt and neglect is a manifeſt robbing of God of 
his due praiſe and glory therein. The third tryall of the Di- 
uels property in miracles, was the ſeducing of mens hearts 
from God vnto himſelſe, which in our ſuppoſed miracle 
may be neceflarity concluded, For if the miracle it ſelſe be 
vpon good grounds before alleaged, rightfully deemed to 
bee of the Diuell; it muſt neceſſarily follow, that whatſo- 
euer eſteeme or reputation is giuen thereto, is a ſecret 
facrifice of ignorance'or ſuperſtition vntot he Diuell, and 
an hidden and couett ſeduction from God: and thus hath 
beene prooued, or at leaſt, with good reaſon alleaged. Firſt 
that the tryall of Witches by water, is not vaturall or ac- 
cording to any reaſon in nature. Secondly, if it be extraordi- 
nary and a mitacle, that it is in greater likelihood and pro- 
bability a miracle of the Diuellto inſnare, then any mani- 
feſt miracle of God to gloriſie his name, which is the true 
end of right miracles. Concerning the other imagined tri- 
als of Witches, as by beating, ſcratching, drawing bloud 
from ſuppoſed or ſuſpected Wirches,whereby it is ſaid that 
the fitsor diſcaſes of the bewitched do ceaſe miraculouſly; 
as alſo concerning the burning of bewitched cattell,where- 
by it is ſaid, that the Witch is miraculouſly compelled to 
preſent her ſelſe. b oy 
| Theſe 


Theſe, and the lie, I thinke it vaine and needleſſe, parti- 
culatly or ſingly to conſute, becauſe it doth ditectij 
peare, by their examination, according to the former * 
produced againſt the naturalizing of the detection of 
Witches by caſting them into the water, that firſt they are 
excluded out of the number of things naturall: ſecondly, 
that being reputed as miracles, they will alſo be rather 
iuſtiy udged miracles of the Diuell, then of God, by the 
former reaſons which haue ſtripped the ſuppoſed miracu- 
lous detection of Witches by the water, of any hopefull o- 
pinion that they can be of God. 

Nor doth our law now in force, differ here from re- . 
iecting ſuch like miraculous trialls. See thetriall by Ordef 
aboliſhed by Parliament the third yeare of Hen the third,

T Here remaine as yet other miraculous explorations of 
a Witch, carrying in their firſt view a far more von- 
dred repreſentation then any or all the formerexplorati- 
ons. One is, when perfonsbewitched, ſhall in the time ot 
their ſtrange firs or trarmces nominate or accuſe a Witch, 
and for a true teſtimony againſt him, or her, thus nomi- 
nated, ſhall reueale ſecret markes in his or her body, never 
before ſeene or knowne by any creature ; nay, the very 
words or workes, which the ſuppoſed; or thus nominated 
Witch (hall be acting or ſpeaking in farre diſtant places, 
euen in the very moment and point of time, while they are 
in acting or ſpeaking; all which I haue ſomeximes my ſelfe 
heard and ſcene prooued true. This is reputed a certaine 
| T conuiction 
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oruiaion ofa witch. An othor miraculous tryal of a witch 
lice voto this, wonderfull is; when a ſuppoſed Witch 
required by the hewitched, doth touch him or her (though 
when vnknowne or vnperceiued by the bewitched them. 
ſclues,) yet according to the prediction of that iſſue by the 
bewitched, he or ſhee immediately are deliuered from the 
preſent fit or agony, that then was vpon him or her, which 
Ihaue allo my ſelſe ſcene. For the better diſcovery of truth 
in theſe ſo wondered difficulties, let vs firſt recall to minde 
theſe few obſeruations in our former Treatiſe determined 
and prooued. Firſt, that the Diuell doth many miraculous 
and ſupernaturall things meerely ſimply and alone of him. 
ſelfe, for his owne ends, and without the inftigation or al. 
ſociation of a Witch. This was made manifeſt by his con- 
ference, diſputation and ſpeech with Ewe after a mjracu. 
lous manner, out of the body of the Serpent, when as yer 
neither Witch, nor Witch-craft were come into the world. 
Secondly , that the Diuell is able to ohtrude or impoſe his 
ſupernatural! or miraculous workes vpon men, againſt 
their knowledge, liking, will, or affection, and being vnre- 
quired, This is clecre by his tranſuection of the, body of 
our blefled Saviour, as alfo by his violent caſting of the ho- 
dies of the poſſeſſed, amongſt the people mentioned in the 
Goſpell. Thirdly, let vs not here forget ſpecially, that hee is 
able to tranſmit and ſend vnto, or into men vnrequired, and 
without their deſire or aſſent, ſecret powers, force, know - 
ledge , illuminations, and ſupernaturall reuelat ions. This 
was prooued by the poſſeſſed in the Goſpe l, who from a 
ſecret and hidden reuelation and power, aboue and beyond 
themſclues,were able to vtter that high miſtery, as yet hid. 
den from the world, that Ieſus vas the Sonne of the liuing 
God. This could not be know ne vnto them, by their one 
reaſon or nature, being abone and beyond all reaſon er na- 
ture, and by grace onely then begun to be revealed vnto 
the bleſſed Diſciplesthemſelues. To thinke that the poſſeſ- 
ſed could haue that knowledge equally with the Diſciples 
by the ſame grace, were impious derogation ſrom their 
| Apoſtolical! 
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whom did properly belong the firſt fruits thereof alone. 

This ſupernaturall reuelation therefore was transfuſed 
into the poſſeſſed by the Diuell, who could not be ignorant 
of the Lyon of Juda, the mighty deſtroyer of his ſpirituall 
kingdome, long before the diſciples were borne, or capable 
of — — thus hauing recalled theſe obſeruations, 
from them doe iſſue theſe neceſſary inferences, Firſt, that 
all ſupernaturall acts or works in men, are not to bee im- 
puted vnto thoſe men. Secondly, that for this cauſe thoſe 
ſupernaturall vorkes, are onely tobe imputed vnto 
men which the Diuell, according vnto contract or Coue- 
nant which thoſe men doth practiſe and produce. 

And for this cauſe , inthe inquiſition of Wirch-craft, 


when we haue truely firſt detected an act, done by a ſpiri- 


tuall and ſupernaturall force (becauſe it is in all la ves in- 
iurious, to accuſe of any act, before it be certainely knowne 
the act hath beene committed) then, and not before, wee 
ought indeuour directly and neceſſarily to prooue the 
contract, conſent, and affection of the perſon ſuſpeRed,yn- 


to, or in that ſupernaturall act, that being no leſſe eſſenti- 
all, to detect and diſcouer the true and vndoubted Witch 


then the ſupernaturall act, being oertaĩnely apparent, dotii 
vndoubtedly prooue the Diuell, and his power therein. 
This equallregard, incaſe of Witch · craft, ought to bee 
carefully ballanced, without which vaine and vnſtable men 
ſhall euer at their luſt and pleaſure, vpon affeRions and paſ- 
ſions, be priviledged with impunity , to lay vniuſt impu- 
tations, and to oe wrongfull violence ard oppreſſion 
yondall equitic, or reaſon, | 
When therefore inen that are prudent, judicious, and 
able to diſcerne, doe firſt aduiſedly ypon good ground and 
reaſon, adiudge a ſupernaturall act euidently done, or at 
leaſt worthy to be ſuſpected: ſecondly, ſhall by iuſt and 
reaſonable proofe, or at leaſt liuely and faire preſumption 
detect the contract, affection, or conſent of any man in 
that act; then and not before, is = accuſation, hy"

and inditement of Witch-craft,agaioſt any man equall and 
iuſt. 

For ſince a ſupernaturall worke can he truely and ſim- 
ply no act of a naturall man, and is the immediate hand 
and power of a Diuell (as is formerly prooued) it isthe 
mans conſent, contract and couenant alone, in the act with 
the Diuell, that being detected and diſcouered, doth in- 
3 and eſſentially prooue him a Witch, and not the act

Among many Offendors in theſe kindes, after their 
owne long prouoking continuance therein, and Almighty 
God his vnſpeakeabſe long ſuffering and patience : ſome 
few ſometimes haue been made hideous ſpectacles and ex- 
amples vnto the reſt, of the infinite power and iuſtice of 
God , his vnſufferable diſpleaſure, indignation and direfull 

ing wrath. Inthis number was, for ſome time Ne- 
buchadneſer, and Pharaoh King of Egypt, and in later times 
Julian the Apoft ata, and others the like. Many other as 
high Blaſphemers, and deſpiſers of God, notwithſtanding 
haue been permitted to eſcape any ſuch miraculous puniſh- 
ments, or fearefull notorious expoſings vnto the worlds 
view. 

Rabſhakeh, railing on the lining God, in the open view 
and hearing of the men of Iſraol, and Olofernes denying the 
God of heauen, were not miraculouſly, or by any immedi- 
ate hand of God ſmitten , but were ſuffered to grow on, 
vntill their harueſt of confuſion was ripe, That high degree 
of blaſphemie againſt the Sonne of the liuing God, hanging 
vpon the Croſſe for the ſinnes of mankinde, committed by 
the cruell and hard. hearted Iewes, in ſcorning, ſcoffing,and 
ſpitefull deriſion both of God in heauen, Math. 27, verſe 

3. and alſo of the eternall Sauiour of the world,deſcended 
— heauen, was not by God then extraordinarily reuen- 
ged (as the incomparable greatneſſe of the ſinne migbt 
ſeeme to require) but was in Almighty God his iuſt iudge- 
ment, ſuffered, vntill in the due time, their owne exectati- 
ons, and curſings of themſelues, and their poſterity, thete- 
by to haſten and purchaſe the effuſion of that holy inno- 
cent bloud, did fall vpon them ſo heauily, that their whole 

T 3 Nation, 
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deople, and EKingdome, became extirpate, vile, 
for euer vpon the face of the earth. It is re- 


_ corde: in the Rexelation, chap. 1 3. verſe 5, 6,7. concerning 


the Beaſt , that he opened his mouth vnto blaſphemy a- 


gainſt God, his Tabernacle, and the Saints; that he ſpake 


great mighty blaſphemies, yet power was given vnto him 
to continue, and preuaile therein many yeares,and a large 
ſpace of time. 

By theſe few examples it is euident. that neither the 
height, the nature, the quantitie, nor the qualitie, of the 
molt abominable, or prouoking ſinne, molt odious vnto 
God and men, doth vſually, or alwaics draw downe from 
heauen vpon it ſelfe a miraculous immediate hand of Gods 
wrath. We may eaſily inſtance the like, concerning the fin 
of witch-craft, which is our particular ſubiect. 

Although by the hand of his holy ſeruant Saint Paul, Al- 
mghty God did miraculouſly ſmite the Sorcerer Elymas, & 
as writers report, Simon Magus, by the hand of S*. Peter, 
multitudes and ſocieties of other Sorcerers, and South- 
ſayers among the Caldeani, eſcaped not onely the hands of 
Nebuchaaneſer , in his wrath ; but as it ſeemeth inthe pro- 
phecy of Daniel, they liued many yeares in high eſteeme, 
fame, and renowne, both in their owne Nation, and alſo 
in forreine Countreyes, yea through the world. There is no 
doubt, that «/£g ypt likewiſe did abound with ſwarmes of 
Sorcerers, as the holy Scripture , and all times and writers 
report. Among the people of God alſo, the Iſraelites, it is 
manifeſt that diuers Sorcerers aud Witches did ſhrowed 
themſelues, and liued with impunity, as appeareth by the 
Witch of Eudor, which king Saules ſeuerity, intheir gener- 
all extirpation thorow the whole kingdome, had notwith- 
ſtanding paſſed by, and left vneſpied; as alſo by that ſpecial 
note and commendations, from Gods one mouth and 
word of 7oſhne,that is, that hee had taken away from amid- 
deſt his people, all the Enchanters and Sorcerers: by which 
it is likely and cannot be denied, that through the lenitie or 
careleſneſſe of former Princes, they formerly had long — 
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iy their breathed. That God doch not vie by 


is farther made vndoubred; becauſe follow then & 
thence neceſſarily, that he hath both inthe firſt ages ofthe _ 
world, ordained lawes, and ordinary, legall courſes of pro- 
ceeding againſt them in vaine z as alſo for that he doth, in 
the holy records of his ſacred word, make knowne his De- 
cree, that they ſhall be permitted to line and continue vpon 
the face of the earth among other, and as other vnrepen- 
rant ſinners, vntill his ſecond comming, and the laſt day of 
eternall doome , Renelat.chap.22.verſ.15. without ſhall be 
Euchanters. If his.luſtice and ſeuere judgement ſhould by 
his miraculous power make fo narrow ſearch amongft 
them,averdinarily to root them out, it were impoflible any 
one of them ſhould eſcape his all- ſeeing reuengefull hand, 
to ſuruiue vnto his generall decreed day of ſentence , and 
dreadfull doome, of all kinde of ſinnes and ſinners, which 
both in iuſtice vnto ſome, and mercy vnto other ſome, his 
infinite goodneſſe and wiſdome hath decreed , ſhall not be 
fruſtrate. Although therfore Almighty God doth ſometimes 
ſtretch forth his mighty hand miraculouſly to ſmite , or 
bring into light ſome borrid finnes and ſinners, his exrraor- 
dinary power therein ſometimes onely extended , at his 
owne good will and pleaſure , doth not iuſtiſie the pre- 
ſumptuous expeRation of the diſpenſation thereof in any 
particular. God who is the God of order, and not of con. 
fuſion , doth not ordinarily diſpenſe his extraordinary 
workes, nor vſually confound indifferenely,ſo different na- 
tures in their end and vſe, and his one decree. Nature it 
ſelfe doth alſo teach an impoſſibility in that which is ex- 
traordinary, to become or be expected ordinary. In that 
way which is ordinary, the induſtruous, the diligent, 
the prouident man therefore doth with careſull perſeue- 
rance vprightly valke. The ſlothfull, onely the intemperate, 
the improuident man, either by folly or ignorance loſeth 
or by idle ſloth forgetteh, or omitteth, his ordinary way

euents. | 
Thus it hath appeared, that in of any more ſpeci- 
all or extraordinary glorification of God, in the detection 
of Witches, rather then of other asgreat and as abomi- 
nable ſinners, their is no needfull or neceflary vſe of myra- 
cles, 
The ſecond confideration was, whether they are not ra- 
ther of the Dinell, then of God]; as alſo, how they may be 
any iuſt conuictions of the ſuppoſed or ſuſpected guilty. 

Wee will firſt herein examine the touch of the ſuppoſed 

Witch, immediatly commanding the ceſſation of the ſup- 
poſed fits of the bewitched. That this is a falſe or Diaboli- 
call miracle and not of God, may be iuſtly doubted. 

Firſt,becauſe the holy and bleſſed power of working mi- 
racles( among which, the healing the Sicke or the poſſeſſed 
was not the leaſt) was neuer of God diſpenſed, to haunt or 
follow the touch of wicked men, or Sorcerers or Witches. 

Secondly, for rhat the true miracles of God (which were 
euer diſpenſed, either for the common good of his Church, 
orthe declaration of his glorious truth, or for the extraor- 
dinary puniſkment and deſtruction of euill men) did neuer 
obſcurely, or indire&ly, prooue themſelues or their ends, 
but in their manifcſtation were inabled to ouer-ſhine 
cleerely, all the ſogges and miſts of doubt or queſtion. 

The contrary hereunto in this our ſuſpected miracle is 
manifeſt, wherein is ridicaloufly imagined, that the bleſſed 
gift and vertue of healing the ficke , deſcended from God 
aboue, may b-reputed in the hands of a Witch a ſigne or 
teſtimony of his or her guile and impiety, which euer hath 
beene, and is in it ſelſe a fpeciall grace and favour of God, 
and was euer vſed rather as a confirmation of the truth of 
Gods Miniſters and ſeruants. Let vs now conſider how this 
miraculous touch and che efficacy thereof, may be any inſt 
conuict ion of a Witch. No man can doubt that the vertue 
where with this touch was indued, was ſupernaturall. If it 

bee ſupetnaturall, how can man, vnto whom nothing ſim- 


ply 
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7-19 „ that is not naturall, bee iuſtſy reputed 
any proper Agent therein? If hee cannot bee eftedmed 
in himſclfe any polsible or true Agent, then it temaineth, 
that hee can onely bee intereſſed therein, as an acceſſary 
in conſent 3 as a Soliciror or Tenant vnto a ſuperiour 
If that ſuperiour power (as is before prooued in 

the falſehood of his miracle) be the Diuell, the leaſt rea- 
ſonable doubt remaining whether the Diuell alone, or with 
the conſent or contract of the ſuſpeRed perſon hath pro- 
duced that wonderfull effect: with what Religion or rea- 
ſon can any man rather incline to credit the Diuels infor- 
mation in the mouth of the bewitched( who is the common 
accuſer of God to men, and of men to God) then in requi- 
ſite pittie, pietie, and humane reſpect vnto his owne kinde 
to tender the veakeneſſe of fraile man, againſt the ſubtilty 
of the deceitfull Diuel. Shall man with man find leſſe fa- 
uour then the Diuell with man againſtman ? That the Di- 
uell is able by the permiflion of God, to annex or hang this 
miracle vpon this or that particular, is maniſeſt, by the 
poſſeſſed in the Goſpell; vpon whom and their naturall a- 
cuons and motions, he caſt ſupernaturall conſequences or 
concomitances. Was not their ſpeech attended with ſuper- 
naturall reuelation, their hands with ſupernaturall force, 
to rend and teare in pieces iron chaines and bonds ? If the 
Diuell be able to transſuſ:, or caſt theſe miraculous con- 
comitances or conſequences alone, and without allowance 
ofany man or perfon where God doth permit; ho is it in 
any equity or reaſon iuſt, that theſe impoſitions of the Di- 
uell ſhould be imputed vnto any man ? God forbid, that 
the Diuels ſignes and wonders, nay his truths ſhould be- 
come any legall allegations or euidences in lawe. We may 


therefore conclude it vniuſt , that the forenamed miracu- 


lous effects by the Diucll vroughe and imputed by the be- 
witched, ſhould be eſteemed a figne or infallible marke - 
gainſt any man, as therefore conuinced a Witch, for that 
the Diuel and the bewitched haue ſo deciphered him. Theſe 
like miraculous ſtratagems may be exerciſed vpõ any man, 
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unte any mans actions may be deceitfully of aud 
 tently by the Diuell conioined or apted. This therefore 
doth-not-inferre any mans guile therein. It ought be a 
mans ou ne proper contract therein with the Dinell, neceſ- 


This contract may be and is plainly detected, by ſiſting and 
conſidering;that mans voluntarily alliſting or promoting, 
promiſing, or vndertaking ſach ſupernaturall workes, with 
anſwerable performance thercof. As hath beene ſaid, con- 
cerving the miraculous conſequence of the touch of a ſu. 
ſpeed 


Witch; ſo may be determined concerning the ſu- 

urall revelations of ſecret markes or ſignes in her 

ody, according vnto the prediction of the bewieched, as 
alſo of the diſcovery of the preſent actions, geſtures, and 
ſpeeches of ſuppoſed Witches in farre diſtant places. Di- 
uers examples Imy ſelfe haue ſeene in theſe kinds : Imuſt 
neceſſarily acknowledge a more then natural powet there- 
in, becauſe farre beyond the nature, reaſon, or power of 
man. But there is notwithſtanding ſufficient matter of 
doubt, whether ſuch reuelations, ſecret fignes, and marks, 
h found in the named perſons or parts true, as alſo 

the right pourtraitures & ſhapes of the ſuppoſed or accuſed 
Witches, though neuer of the bewitched before ſeene, and 
yet by the bew itched truely deſcribed; there is, ſay, not- 
withſtanding, ſufficient matter of doubt, whether they are 
not very inſufficient to charge ox accuſe any particular thus 
pointed aut or marked. The Law and expreſſe commande.

| lations are immediately of God, if their due examination

though truth in it ſelfe be great, and ought and will pro. 


uaile; yet in the abuſe , euill vſe or corrupted, or d 
ned end thereof, it ought not deceive nor is of force. The 
Diuell, as all other-cunning lyers and deceiuers and imi- 
tators of that his art, vſually mixe truths with lyes , that 
thoſe truths giuing credit vnto lyes, men may beleeue 
both and ſo be deceiued. It wagfeuer the onely (afe way of 
lying, to face and guard it with ſome plauſible truths. 
In the former reuelations therefore, repreſentations and 
true deſcriptions in the bewitched, of perſons of ſecret 
markes and ſignes, of ſpeeches, geſtures, and the like, al- 
though the Diuell be found true, or ſpeaking truth, yet 
may he notwithſtanding haply bee therein alſo a lyer , 
while truly deſcribing their perſons, ſhapes, markes, nfan- 
ners and geſtures, ſpeeches and the like, he falſely and ly- 
ingly addeth thereby a ſeeming ot deceiuing necelgity of 
their guilt, as if therein or thereby neceſarily inferred. 
The fallicy illuſion and the lyingly true revelations of the 
Diuell, may by many examples be manifeſted. Iams /aco- 
bus Boiſerdns in his troct. de Diuinalions Chap. 5. repor- 
tech an admirable ſtory of a noble Gentleman his familiat 
friend, and knowne vnto himſelfe. This man flying from 
his ovne native Countrey for feare of puniſhment for a 
murther by him committed, and living in farre diſtant 
coaſts, deſirod curiouſly to enquire what his wife was in his 
abſence doing, whom hee had (being very faireyoung and 
beautifull) married ewo monethes onely before his r Fon 
ture or voluntary exile. For this purpoſe he came vnto a 
Magitian living in the place of exile, who lively deſcribed 
ynto him the true faſhion, buifding , and ornaments of his 
houſe where his wife in his abſence lived, hetapparrell, 
countenance,& the like, as they were perfectly foreknowne 
vnto himſelfe. He farther expecting to learne vhat ſhe was 
at that preſent inſtant doing. The Magitian made knowne 
that there was then in her m_ a beautifull young 
— Man 
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man with his hoſe or breeches about his heeles ſtanding 
-peere or cloſe vnto her. Vppon the know ne truth of the 
Xagicien his firſt deſcription. of his houſe and wife , the 
- gentleman afſuring- himſclfe of the truth of the ſecond de- 
ſeript ion of ſeeming manifeſt adultrey in her, ſecretly 
ſtealeth home with an abſolute reſolution by murdering of 
her to be reuenged, & comming home by ſtealth neere vn- 
to the place where his houſe & her dwelling was, by a ring 
(rhich as an inſallible teſtimonie of her true loue ſhe had 
delivered ynto him at his departure) he immediately cauſed 
her to come vnto him. Her kinde and loving intertaine- 
ment ſo qualified and mollified his intended rage and fury, 
that he had patience firſt to confer with her, which before 
his fight of her, he did not intende. After her conference 
he demaunded whether ſuch a day (naming the certaine 
da) ſhe did not weare apparrel of ſuch a colour and faſhi- 
on. She anſwered wich wonder that it was true. He againe 
demaunded what that was which ſhe ſmothed and handled 
in her hand, and who that young man was which ſtood 
neere her with his hoſe about his heeles. She hereat amazed 
and perceaving the ſodaine change of a fierce and cruel! 
looke-in her husband, deſired him to be pacified and better 
informed. The young man vas his owne brother whocould 
witneſle the truth thereof, and that which ſhe ſmoothed or 
ſtroked in her hand was a plaiſter which ſhe did ſmooth 
for him and applyed vnto his hip, where he had a very 
greiuoas and painefull vlcer. This being found ttue, the hus- 
band forrowed for his blouady intention, and deteſted the 
execrable and damnable Art of the Magician, and the foule 
/ lying truth of the Diuell. How foulely likewiſe many o- 
ther men by theſe like darke and double dealing truthes, 
equiuocations, and amphobologies, haue beene deceaued 
conſulting with the diuell and his oracles may be by many 
© otherexamples teſtified. The ſame Author mentioneth the 
oraculous reuelation by dreame preſented vnto the 
* daughter of Polycraues of Samot. It was revealed vnto her 


that ber father ſhould be taken vp into heauen, a 


but in a dreaming ſenſe. For Polyerates being by 
Orantes,was hanged vp toward heauen vpon an high Cxaſſe, 
where ?apiter (that is the ayrc) with his moiſture did waſh 


him, and the Sun melting his greaſe and the ſubſtance of * 


his fleſh did ſoannointhim as was leaſt-imagined or ſuſpe- 
Qed. Plat arłe in the life of Amiball reporteth that Amal 
coofulted with the orecle concerning his owne-teferucd 
deſtiny or end. The oracle anſwered that Labiſſ land ſhould 
buric his corpes. Hereupon he preſumed that he ſhovld re- 
turne into that his owne countrey and therein his old age 
die. He grewe therefore ſecure and carcles. But ſhortly af - 
terward being taken by the Remes in a little obſcure 
village by the ſea coaſt called by the name of Lobiſſe.y, he 
there grewe wearie of his life and poyſoned himſelfe in the 
Diuels truth : behold vntruth and deceipt. Libiſſa buried 
Anmbel, but not Libiſſa hy Amibal either knowne or pol- 
ſible to be imagined. Fheſeexamples are ſufficient whereby 
is plainely ſeen the dangerous deceitfull fallacy of the diuel 
euen where he ſpeaketh truth. Let vs now returne agni 
vnto our former miraculous prediction of the Diuell 
by the mouth of the bewitched concerning the cure of the 
bewitched by the touch of the ſuppoſed Witch. We may 
boldly affirme that in this caſe or in any other, if it were 
poſlible for the diuell toſpeake the truth, truely, wholly, 
vnpattially; ſo as it might appeare plaine, euident, mani- 
feſt ; yet ought we not from him beleeue it or recciue it. 
Izhis is in our bleſſed Saniour made vndoubted, who in the 
Goſpell oft rebuked him even ſpeaking truth, as alſo in 
S. Paul rebuking the Pythoniſſe, truely aftirming, and ac- 
knowledging him the ſeruant and Miniſter of God. If the 
diuell then ſpeaking truth, may not be allowed or credited; 
how ſhall reuclations, miracles or oracles proceeding from 
him, be they neuer ſo true, or approved with any ſhew of 
true Religion or reaſon, become any iuſt probations or al- 
legations is law, equity or juſtice? it may be obiected, hat

facts committed privily , whereby the Male. 
s and their guilt haue bin admirably-produced 
ynto' due puniſliment. | This truth is even by Heathen 
Authors witneſſed, and in our time the like haue hap- 
ned, and is teſtiſied by witneſſes, whoſe faith and credit is 
free from all exception. Although this be true and can. 
not be denied, ſome reaſons notwithſtanding doe per- 
ſwade that it is more ſaſe to incline, to ſuſpect that cheſs 
like vifiens or dreames are rather of the Diuell, then rafhly 
to determine or decree that they are immediately of God, 
Firſt , for that though haply they might be ſometimes 
ſo granted, yet way vo not tod (wiftly or ſedainly fo be- 
leeue,forthavby the lidely counerfaitof the true viſions, 
dreames and reuelations of God, the Dwell hath ener 
viſually practiſed to be taken and eſteemed as God : 
the allowance whereof by men is high blaſphemy 
ainſt God, and ignorant occult adoration of Diuels. 
Secondly ,' forthar no viſions, dreames , or reuelations, 
tobe eſteemed of God, originally or immediately, 
which doe reſpect or anſwere curioſitie of knowledge 
or deſire, as moſt of the forementioned kinds vſually 
are wont. Thirdly, for that the vifions of God , asthey 
are euer bent vnto an extraordinary: dinine end, and an 
yniuerſall good, ſoare they euer diſpenſed by the miniſtery 
of men, who haue manifeſt commiſſion, or warrant from 
God, either mediate, or immediate, The mediate is 
prooued by the manifeſtation of the meanes : the immedi. 
ate, by theeuident reflexion of a manifeſt divinity, in the 
power and authority thereof. For as it is ſaid of the word 
of God, Heb, 4.:verſe12. ſo muſt it neceſſarily be con- 
cluded of allthe truemiracles , viſions , or reuelations of 
God, that they are liuely, and mighty in operation. 
This is ſeene in the miracles wroughtby A oſes, which 
the Sorcerers themſelues could not deny to bee the finger 
of God, Gen. 8. verſe 19. This is likewiſe 1 in 
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Shove Magn, who could aot not bur acknowledge themi: mi- 
raculous power of tho holy Ghoſt , by the laying on 
of the Apoſtles: hands, ſo ſat forch that in che con- 
ſideration of his one guilt, and of a convincing 
2 or deitie therein, he deſired them to Rar for 


The ſame is alfo 1 in the ſervnntsof he high 
Prieſts. who being ſent with wicked malice, and curſed 
preiudice to intrap and betray our Sauiour, vere by 
the miraculous power af his vord and workes compel - 
led toproclaime and confeſſe; Ns man euer ſpoke lihe this 
man. All, theſe notes gr markes, of the traeviſions, 
dreames, or revelations. of God, are cuer.generally, or 
for the molt part wanting inthe "ag + mm kinds, 
which being neuer free. ſuſpit ious note of 
godly iealouſie, therefore _ not — moch 
doubt and difficulty . — It may 
bee as yet further obie om t otherwiſe bee 
deemed , then that God himlelfe is the Author oſ the 
former reuelat ions, ſince they-tend ento his glory in 
the detecting and puniſting of fo findes ? It 
is hereto anſwered , that Almighty God is able to vic 
and command euill inſttuments mo gdod ends. He 
hath ordained the Diuell himſelſe to be the common 
accuſer of all ſmnes and ſinners. It is therefore no in- 
convenience nor 'repugnant vnto religion or reaſon, 
to aflirme, that the Diuell himſelſe, in the fore. 
mentioned viſions or dreames, by the commandement 
or permiſſion of God, is the producer of the fore men- 
tioned murders, euill facts, vnto light and iudgement. 
God for hĩs one glory permitteth che Diuell by theſe 
his wonderfull reuclations, to detect the named ſinnes 
and finners. The Diuell alſo-for his owne end, and de- 
fire of their deſtruction, dot execute the Decree of 
od for their iuſt puniſhment... 


Bur here may oed agine chr the Div 
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belceued or eredited although he ſpaketrath. How 
then may men be allowed. to admit or make vſe of 
theſe his viſions or dreames in this kinde. 

It is hetero replyed , Almighty God himſelfe doth 
both permit and heare the. Diuell when hee accuſeth, 
as is manifeſt by hol) y 'Scriprures: Therefore amo 
men, and by men alſo. his accuſations may be hear 
and conGdered; Notwitliſtanding , fince hee is oſt a 
falſe Accuſer, and the enemy of God and truth, hee 
may not bee credited iu himſelſe, no nor truth ir ſclfe 
ſimply as in his mouth.

man. 

But ſince Almighey God hath more ſpecially (as 
is in the former Treatiſe prooued) both giuen moſt 
certaine and plaine indication, and information of 
this kinde, by the expreſſed fruites thereof, and the 


neceſſary inference of familiarity and conſultation _ 


with other Spirits then himſelfe, Iſaiab 8. verſe 19. 
and hath alſo ſo oft in fo diners places iterated the 
great abomination, and his high deteſtation thereof, 
it is not onely the ſauing duety of all priuate men 
to take more diligent and wary notice thereof, there. 
by to eſchew and flye from it, according vnto Gods 
expreſle charge and command ; but it is the charge 
of Princes and Magiſtrates alſo, to fulfill thereby 
the commanded —_— —_ holy —— — 

vengeance vpon it; v hich pleaſing ſeruice 
facrifice vnto him, Almighty God bath the 
euerlaſting records of his holy word fixed fon ever 
the fo memorable praiſe , and commendation of thoſe 
famous Princes, who haue dedicated thimſelnea vn - 
to his vill therein.
